the motivation behind voters' 
support as a protest of Liberal 
policies and an acceptance of 
separatism. "The vocabulary is 
wrong, Quebec will not separ- 
ate, we will have an indepen- 
dence. Canada and Quebec will 
be like the Common Market.

in economic

According to McGill Econo- 
nomics professor'J.C. Weldon, 
the problemsyfacing Canadian 
social democrats In the 
'Sevenths are largely econ- 
omic. He cited as examples the 
„ ..difficulties the New Democratic 
Party (NDP) had faced thus far in 
dealing with the questions of 
the inequitable distribution of 
income in the country, foreign 
and multinational ownership of 
the means of production, 
unemployment and the absence 
of long term social planning in 
government. 

^Speaking at the first in a 
series of seminars sponsored 
by the Economics Students' 
Association, Weldon addressed 
the uncertainty surrounding the 
Impact of the Mackenzie Valley 
Pipeline and James Bay. 
Weldon thinks it is not clear 
what effect these projects will 
have on the distribution 'of 
income among the rich and poor 
of Canada's future-generations. 

Weldon then spoke on the 
économie problem of redistri- 
buting the national income from 
the middle aged working groups 
to the younger and older 
generations. Concerning who 
would become the beneficiaries 
of public expenditures, he 
warned his audience about the 
"ghetto building" that would 
take place. The only national 
political party concerned with 
goals rather than simply 
administrating, the NDP are 
allowing their redistribution 
programs to be developed by 
the middle class intellectual 
membership. These people 
favour channeling public goods 
to that portion of the future 
generation who will be carrying 
on extended educations: 

The party, he felt, was just 
beginning to wrestle with the 
redistribution problem for 
senior citizens. Weldon was 
critical of the "miserable" 
benefits that senior citizens 
* have been receiving and called 
for the establishment of a more 
"considerate" policy for pha- 
sing older people out of jobs. 
He pointed to the successful 
work of Swedish Social 
Democrats in this area. 

jProfessor Weldon carried the 
economic problem of an 
inequitable distribution of 
income into an international 
context. He felt that the 
solutions proposed by the NDP 
were inadequate. "It is time to 
stop sending Christmas pack- 
ages", and start developing 
constructive political policies 
with respect to international 
economic developments." 

For eight years, the NDP 
Waffle^had waged war on the 
economic problem of foreign 



ownership of the productive 
forces. In Weldon's view they 
went about solving the problem 
in the wrong way, and "perhaps 
cost the party the government of 
Ontario." "The idea should have 
been to gain power and then 
deal with the problem. They 
tried to preach the problem 
away." 

The multinationals present a 
problem to social democrats 



because they are able to 
function beyond the control of 
the laws of the nation. Weldon 
thus labelled them "outlaws." 
As a solution to the problem he 
suggested waging a tactical 
battle winning "victories when 
and where you can. ..but don't 
try to break them all... they'll 
break you." 

At the end of the Second 
World War, spurred on by 
government opposition from 
the CCF, a white paper 
appeared with the purpose of 
alleviating the suffering of the 
unemployed. It sought full 
employment at all costs. By the 
mid-Sixties the NDP joined the 
rest of society by condoning 
"aspirin" solutions like welfare 
todeal with unemployment. He 
said the party doesn't want to 
face the need to intervene into 
private industry. It is necessary 
to make it understand that 
included in its social responsi- 
bilities is job tenure for all 
workers. 

Weldon expressed dissatis- 
faction with the absence of a 
policy of long term plans in the 
NDP. He believes the nature of, 
the parliamentary system inhi- 
bits the implementation of long 
term policies, and consequently 
the ability of social democrats 
to govern effectively. However, 
he points out that equality in 
society can be reached more 
quickly under parliamentary 
rule than under a dictatorship. 
He thinks the. solution rests in 
creating a more efficient 
government apparatus; cent- 
ralizing the independent de- 
partments of the government 
and "revolutionizing" the civil 
service. The Cabinet would take 
the function of planning aided 
by a bureaucracy developed 
specially for this purpose. Top 
civil servants would leave their 
posts and be replaced with each 
new government's "own boys". 

Weldon thinks nationalizing 
more that 10% of the economy 
would be a menace to Canadian 
society. Governments wouldn't 
have the resources to efficiently 
produce goods. He feels it 
should focus available resour- 
ces on such problems as the 
economic and social costs of 
the depopulation of rural areas 
and on the means of making the 
small farmer viable economi- 
cally.

Well, It's Tuesday morning,

alternative." 

The tongue of this province 
will change, and perhaps for 
-that Ross Munro has reason, 
(if few others do,) to be upset 
about the outcome of the 
election. But Munro and the 
West Island have little to 
worry about as regards the 
rest of the Gazette editorial's 
desperate allegations. 

M. Lévesque will soon move

The PQ 
bureaucracy (as opposed to " 
its constituency) in this 
election certainly, is made up 
of small business types and 
francophone middle-manage- 
ment trapped in Montreal's 
anglophone corporations. It is 
not a party of the common 
man, nor does it pretend to 
be. Its labour policies,' for 
example, are more aptly 
described as anti-Bourassa- 
Simard-Toronto-management 
than pro-Labour. 

We do not face any real 
change in the material aspects 
of our existence. If anything, 
petit-bourgeois movements 
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such as the PQ have, in past, 
shown themselves to evolve to 
become quite repressive to- 
wards substantial change. 

But we confront a situation 
where Québécois have taken 
the only real and feasible 
option open to them. The Parti 
Québécois offers them not the 
realization of material justice, 
so often cloaked in the 



peripheral, futile and slogan- 
eering sectarianism of the 
fringe Left, but rather the right 
to a self-determination situa- 
tion in which they can hope to 
take the first steps towards a 
Just society— freeing them- 
selves of a curse imposed 
upon them more than 200 
years ago.

The Gary T ulei Case: 



Invitation to a lynching 



Today In a New Orleans jail 
an eighteen-year-old black 
youth awaits his state-sanc- 
tioned death via the electric 
chair. The youth,. Gary Tyler, is 
a victim of white racist 
attitudes, and more particular- 
ly, of white racist police and 
Judicial attitudes. 

Two years ago Tyler was 
among a group of blacks being 
bussed to a previously entirely 
white school. A number of 
whites attacked the busload of 
blacks. They launched a heavy 
barrage of rocks and bottles at 
the bus. 

The blacks remained in the 
bus seeking whatever cover 
they could as the bus driver 
was forced to bring the bus to a 
halt. Someone called the 



police. At some point amid all 
the furor a fifteen-year-old 
white student was shot and 
killed. The police searched the 
bus at gunpoint looking vainly 
for a firearm. The blacks were 
forced to lie face down and 
claim to have been threatened, 
taunted, insulted and abused 
by the police. One person, the 
then sixteen-year-old Gary Ty- 
ler objected to the police 
ehaviour and for his trouble 
as hauled off to the local 
police station. 

A_n hour after Tyler was taken 
into" custody, the police man- 
aged to locate an alleged 
murder weapon. Oddly enough, 
or perhaps not so oddly 
enough, the weapon was a 
police revolver. 



For reasons of security, the 
purchase of a police revolver on 
the open market, or even in an 
underworld dealing, is nearly 
impossible. That such a gun 
would be in the possession of a 
poor sixteen-year-old black is 
extremely unlikely. An all-white 
jury, abetted by the testimony 
of a young black girl who was 
on the bus with Tyler and who 
later admitted to having com- 
mitted perjury because of a 
police threat of a 99-year prison 
sentence, convicted Tyler of 
murder in the first degree. 
Despite the fact that the only 
witness against Tyler had now 
retracted her testimony, Tyler's 
appeal for a new trial was 
rejected. 

On Wednesday, November 



10, the Supreme Court of Lou- 
isiana heard Tyler's second 
appeal for a retrial. They are 
expected to take up to six 
months to pass judgment on 
the appeal. There are many 
blacks in situations similar to 
Gary Tyler's. Cheryl Todd is a 
twenty-year-old black woman 
who is being held In an Atlanta 
Georgia prison and who is 
scheduled to be executed. She 
has been deemed guilty by a 
state court of the crime of 
murder because in the face of a 
sexual assault committed upon 
her person by 'a white man, she 
retaliated, inflicting fatal injur- 
ies on the man. 

Each year there are numer- 
ous cases of blacks being 
lynched, mass murdered, 



raped, falsely accused, illegally 
detained and victimized by 
night raiding— a particularly 
odious practice whereby black 
families, residents of predomi- 
nantly white or even racially 
mixed neighbourhoods, have 
their homes ransacked and 
vandalized In the small hours of 
the night. In the past 30 years 
4500 Americans were executed 
by the state. Nearly 4000 of 
these were black. As related in 
The Call, a national socialist 
weekly: 

"The frameup of Gary Tyler 
symbolizes the themes of white 
supremacy, slavery and nation- 
al oppression which run 
throughout southern history."

McGilPs pucksters went on 
the road once again this past 
weekend, travelling to Chicou- 
timi fora pair of games with the 
league's newest team.
